The next day, 
policemen stood guard over their idle presses. St. Petersburg, Mos¬ 
cow, Kief, Warsaw and all the other large towns are under martial 
Uw, Outside of the Social-Democratic rtarty, which is by no means a 
unit, (it is really made up of three different factions—the Pleclianov 
faction, the Lennin faction, and the Jewish Bund) there is virtually.no 
pulitical organization in Russia.

What has pivcipitated the crisis is raid to be the growing dis¬ 
satisfaction in the arnrV. 

The Czar was advised by the grand dukes and by the generals 
that the great majority of his tr. t^s were still loyal, but that every 
day they became less and less sa 

The reactionists- claimed that if the Douma continued unchecked 
for'another three'months, the Douma would have the army. 

On the other hand, the generals assured the Czar that if he would 
at once dissolve the parliament, they could still suppress by force any 
servolt which might fdlow. 

Of course this remains to be seen. 

The very first clement to recuperate from the shock was the 
workingman. In spite of the tremendous display of the military, 
many ten thousands of workingmen assembled before the offices of 
tlto suopressed Social-Democratic papers carding red flags and singing 
the Marseillaise. And all night they kept the military busy di«p'rs- 
ing them. This was done by the troops in a most brutal and unmerci¬ 
ful manner, the soldiers using knouts and _ sabm and killing and 
.wounding many. ' 

However, the Czar having resolved to disperse the Douma and 
to suppress the papers — that i« to sit on the safety valve — there 
are no other methods left'to him. 

And now, in order to intimidate the Jews, who are a very active 
and revolutionary tiorent in Russia, the bureaucracy is inciting 
against them the “Plack Hundreds." Thpr are distributing btood- 
ffiirsty prodamatioijs against the Jews, claiming that t^ are at the 
bottom of all- these trotmles, and that the Caar is wilting that they 
should be sacrificed by the people. 

. Anti-Jewish outbreaks have begun in Odessa. Cossacks and 
towiSm are plundering the Jewish hotues and ahops. 

On the other hand, thm are revolts and uprisings of peasants re¬ 
ported frem every part of the big Russian domain. The troops are 
ktUii^ thrin by the intndred.

proletariat in the dties. . 

Now what will the Russian SocLd-Democratic party do? 

Will they repeat the bad mistake they made tome months ago. 
when the party offidally refused to take part 1n elections to tiw 
Doui^ because the Doiinra was supposed to a bourgeois snare and 
constitutkiaal delusion? Or will they now stand shoulder to shoulder 
' with thv. Conatftutknal Democrats (“CAdets”) and facht Cnrisro and 
'de^Mtiam, learing all the details to be settled later, after Czaritra has 
bcni drowned in its own blood? *

labor organization, has not -itself tlie power, lly the laws of the 
Gcrmnn limpirc, tnc field of accident, old age, sickness and invalid 
insurance, for in.siance, is withdrawn from the free activity of 
trade.s unions liccause the state [in Germany] takes care of that. 

Yet the trades unions are interested in the highest degree in the 
execution of these laws and arc therefore bound to discusi them and 
formulate their wishes a.id tiemanils. The same holds good for them 
concerning the right of forming unions and holding public meetinga, 
the rigin of combination, the entire labor legislation, particularly in re¬ 
gard'to Sunday work, a normal working day, night work, and the pro¬ 
tection of ivorkmg v;o,’ien an 1 vonng |iA)i>le. I'urtherniore the trades 
unions arc deeply intcresteil in legislation on Ivr.ne in Uistries, fac¬ 
tory laws, factorv inspection, the establishment aj^ labor board and a 
federal labor bureau, legislation on mining, taxd^n the nccessariet of 
jife, laws on commerce ami taxes, the condition cf the workingmen 
"n govcrmnenl employ-jioslal and telegraph service, army work- 
sliops, railways., conuriiction of streets and waterworks, forestry, e*C. 
—protective legislalion for asrriciiltural laliorcrs and the (luestion ofr 
freedom of n’oving from one town to •mother. . 

In slKut, the trades union as a labor organization should embrace 
in its ditciissinn in meetings aiwl the press all s<icial and industrial q'je*- 
tion.s which affect the interests of any considerable number of work- 
iiimcn or of all workingmen. Upon these, it should take a stand. 

It must be granteil t! at this is a wide field of political activity. 
And the trades union is a guarantee in itself that all the above’ men¬ 
tioned questions will be disciis,<e<l only from the class standpoinf of 
the workingman. The trades union press •mist discuss these subjucU 
all the more, because there are no means of self-help wh.Ji the tnide 
urti^ can itself adopt for changing and bettering these condrtlims. 
Tlic state or the national government must help. 

To carry on piolitics within the limits of these problems is tVtere- 
fore the duty of the trade union. [A further installment of .this 
timely translation will appear next week.) •

to pieces, and, accordingly, declared 
that the source of all evils was “so¬ 
ciety,” because iiie ii.dividuai was 
bom good and the equal of all 
others—^at the close of the nine¬ 
teenth century, on the contrary, all 
the positive sciences agree in say¬ 
ing that society, the social organ¬ 
ism, is a natural and.invincible fact 
in life, a fact that is attested in the 
animal and vegetable kingdom, a 
fact that asserts itse'.f from the low¬ 
est colonies of animal life (zoo^' 
phytes). up to the society of the 
miunmals (herbivores) and of man. 

All thrt is best in man he owes 
lia bis social life. Hence every 
phase of evolution is typified by 
pathological conditions and by final 
decline and social putrefaction, all 
of which, howev^, are essent^ly 
transitory, and are the foted har¬ 
bingers of a new social cycle ind of 
social renovation.

There is a .MadiKm man 
iiaiiK'd R. M. Qualcy, who secured 
a -i.itc job on tlte strength of his 
.'taiiiliiig in organized labor, and he 
lia- lieeii busy for years delivering 
the giK.Mls which his apptiintmeiU 
luiplicd that he mu.st deliver. At 
the Marinette convention of the 
I'ederaiiim last year, Secretary 
Urockliausen held (Jualcy’s little 
game up to public’view and told in 
plain-stMikcn words what hctliought 
of such a fellow, and his remarks 
were applaudcil by the assembled 
delegates. .N'aturallv this put 
(Jiialey on his mettle, anil it was up 
to him tti .show that his prestige in 
the Madison bbor movement had 
not Iieen hurt by this cxiiosure. 
( •iiisei|iieiitly he had a nice little 
nieeting of the 'Madison central 
Inidy irameil iifi to t.ikc place at 
tile same time .as the state conven¬ 
tion. and it was arranged that .Sec'y 
lirockhaiisen was to lie invited and 
then put on the cariK-t anil utterly 
riiiited.
